with 28 Suints frvii Australia, on board the 
ship Julia Ann, were wrecked near the Society 
Isles on the 4th day of October, 1855. We re- 
gtet to udd that five persons, two women and 
three children, weft lost, the remainder barely 
escaped with their lives upon a barren and un- 
inhubited island were they remained, subsisting 
upon ttirtle, for six weeks, They were finally 
relieved from their perilod’ situation by the 
captain of the Julia Ann, who had sailed over 
three hundred miles in an open boat to an in- 


‘kingdom, and having greater boldness therein | habited island aud procured dnother vessel, but 


by reason of. the faith and testimony of the 
Lord Jesus and the Holy Ghost, of which we 
have received and bear record unto the whole 
world, we proceed to manifest unto you such 
intimations of the Spirit pertaining unto tlic 
church and kingdom.of God as are or may 
be presented untp us, trusting that they may 
prove instructive and beneficial unto the Saints. 

To those who read our publications we need 
not minutely “recapitulate the operations and 
puccess attending the dabors of our missionaries, 
as all such inforimatiqn is promptly and fully 
laid before the people through those channels. 
Suffice it to say, uniform success has attended 
the efforts of our elders aud thousands are now 
rejoicing in the light of trath, having renounc- 
ed their traditioned errors, obeyed the ordi- 
nances of the House of the Lord and received 
with gladness,praise aud pure 
principles of the gospel of Cliisf. ley are 
now anxiously looking for deliverance to unite 
and cast their lot with us in these peaceful 
vales. 

The missi#narics, whO Have beert absent in 
Europe two years aud more, bave mostly re- 
turned this season, having been relieved by 
others appUinted at our last April Conference. 
Notwithstanding thousands from Europe ar 
pually find their homes in Utali, still the num- 
bers are incfeasing abroad, 

The interest excited in favor of and to learn 
the trath and the hatred of its opposers were 
never greater than at the present time. The 
power of Almighty God is made manifest in 
the admiustrations of his servants, and is plaiti- 
ly discernable in his hand dealings with the na- 
tions of the earth as well as with his petple, 
making the assurdrice doubly sure that his 
word will not return unto him void, nor his 
promises be made in vaiv. He will sustain the 
righteous, the ungodly will be cut off. 

In California the Western Standard is faith- 
fally warning the people, under the able care 
and guidance of br. George Q. Cannon, who 
has also published the Book of Murmon in the 
Hawaiian language. The publication of that 
paper has proved very useful and beneficent in 
correcting public opinion, and in exercising a 
salutary influence over the few to be found in 
that land who are seekers after truth. Gold is 
the shrine at which they bow, and the truth 
emanating from High Heaven’s King las but 
few admirers. The Standard, however, will be 
able to sustain itself, mostly through the aid of 
the Saints, and will continue to be issued so 
long as it shall be considered beneficial in aid- 
ing the cause of truth in that region. 

The Sandwich Islands and Australian mis- 
sions are iu a healthy and prosperous condition. 
We learn by late advices from Silas Smith,who 
is at present presiding over the Sandwich 
Island’s mission, that the crops on Lanai are 
mach better this season than usual, which will 
greatly facilitate the gathering of the native 
Saints upon that island, the appointed place. 
The repeated failure and destruction of their 
crops has involved the mission somewhat in 
debt, and partially frustrated the design in 
gathering to that place, where they could be 
measurably protected from the hireting mis- 
sionary Operations and other contaminating in- 
fluences of licentious civilization. But through 
the present prosperity, the aid of the faithful 
elders and continual blessings of the Almighty, 
who is ever mindful of his faithful Saints, we 
hope and expect that the mission will soon rise 
above its present embarrassments. There was 
represented at a conference held on Lanai on 
the 24th of July, 1855, 90 organized branches 
4,220 members, 123 of whom had been baptiz. 
ed within that year, 25 American 118 native 
elders then laboring on the islands, besides na- 
tive priests, teachers and deacons. 

From the Society Islands we have no ve 
satisfactory accouats. Owing to difficulties 
with the French government, the elders were 
compelled some twe years ago, to leave those 
islands. Brs. Addison Pratt and Ambrose 
Alexander were appointed to that mission from 
San Bernardino, at their last April couference, 
and sailed for those islands on the 24th day of 
the same month,but were soon obliged to leave, 
and have since returned. 

Elder Faroham,from the Australian mission, 
arrived in this city on the 2lst of November, 
leaving a ship load of Saints at San Bernardi- 
nO, the most of whom, it is expected, will come 
a during the ensuing season. 


were left upon that group and the Sandwich 
Islands, with no means to farther prosecute 
their journey; though they have since arrived 
on the western coast, on their way to Zion. 

Without reflectiug upon the officers of the 
Julia Ann, all of whom are well spoken of by 
our brethren, or even upon the strength and 
sea worthiness of the vessel, which we under- 
stand was good aud new, still we wish to cau- 
tion our elders, not only those in Australia but 
all in foreign countries, not to permit an over 
anxiety to emigrate and gather with the Saints 
to muke them earcless or indifferent tothe kind 
and condition of the vessel in which they em- 
bark, nor to the charter of the officers and crew 
on board. ‘This is the second instance of ves- 
sels, sailing from that mission with Saints on 
board, not reaching their destination. In the 
other ease no lives were lost, though the ves- 
sel had to put into port where she was con- 
demned, and the Saints, after having paid their 
passage to the western coast, were left on the 
Sandwich Islands. It is a matter worthy of 
record, and a source of great joy and satisfac- 
tion to us; that in all our foreign emigration 
those are the only losses by sea; of that charac- 
ter, that have occurred. 

From the Cape of Good Hope, South Africa, 
there is a company of Saints en route for this 
place, the first fruits of the labors of brs. Jes- 
se Haven, William Walker and Leonard I. 
Smith, who have been manifestly blest of the 
Lord in planting the work in that distant part 
of the Lord’s vineyard. At a conference held 
at Port Elizabeth in the month of August, 
1855, three conferences and six branches, com- 
prising 126 members, were represented. The 
brethren of the mission, having organized the 
various branches and ordained faithful elders to 
prosecute the work, are, together with a small 
company, on their way home, except br. Leon- 
ard I. Smith who arrived in this city on the 
8ist of last May. 

The East India missionaries have now all re- 
turned, having effected but little in the re- 
demption of that benighted people. How truly 
have they become “joined unto their idols” 
aud left of the Lord, even like unto the aborig- 
ines of America a law unto themselves, until 
the Lord shal! again visit them with salvation 
in great power and glory: | 

From the report of the conference held at 
Copenhagen we learn, through br. John Van 
Cott, that over two thousand Saints have emi- 
grated from that mission; and there still re- 
mained over twenty-four hundred anxiously 
looking for deliverance. Although the elders 
in the Scandinavian mission and in various 
places in Germany, Italy, Switzerland and 
France, owing to the suspicions and intolerance 
of those governments, have been often thrown 
into prison and banished from place to place, 
still the work of the Lord has gained a foot- 
boid in those countries which cannot now be 
eradicatec. When our elders are banished 
from one kingdom they go to another, still 
teaching the people the way of life and salva- 
tion. Thus the enemies of the truth, by their 
over anxiety to suppress, have unwittingly been 
the means of spreading the gospel and causing 
the bread of life to be cast upon the waters, 
which will be gathered after many days. 

From the British Isles we have the most 
cheering accounts of the progress of the work. 
We learn, by brs. F. D. Richards, Daniel Spen- 
cer, Cyrus H. Wheelock and others lately re- 
turned, having been succeeded in the preside 
of that mission by brs. Orson Pratt, Ezra T. 
Benson and James A. Little, that, notwitb- 
standing the great annual emigration from 
Britain’s shores, it does not keep pace with the 
annual increase and onward progress of the 
work in those lands. . 

In the United States and British provinces 
we also hear of an increased interest springing 
up in behalf of the truth, and of the work of 
God now fully established the earth. 

_ It is the testimony of all the elders that, while 
signal success attends their labors in all of these 
lands, being attended by the Spirit and power 
of the Lord in all of their ministrations, the

In trath it is stated that the se 


tred of the wicked towards the: work of God 
was never so great as now, and to 
steadily increase with the increase of the work. 
But their opposition cannot hinder this w 

for it is from heaven; and if the Saints of the 


inited; they will alWays be able to wicld an iu- 
fluence and power which none shall be able to 
gainsay or withstand. 

In consequence of the temporary absence of 
br, Brastus Suow, and the subsequent death of 
our beloved brother Orson Spencer, who was 
left in charge, the Luminary, published in t: 
Louis, was discontinued; and, althdéugh br. 
Snow has returned to the field of his labors, it 
hus been as yet deemed wisdom not to resume 
that publication. 

It if considered that Tht Mormon, having 
the increased patronage which the aid and in- 
fluence of the patrons of the Lwmznary would 
give it, might, become as useful to the Saints as 
the publication of both papers, and be mucli 
better sustained: 

In the death of br. Spencef we sustained a 
loss which, though lamentable to us, Gur faith 
compels us to admit is to his superior gain and 
happiness. He fell asleep iu the faith of Jesus 
on the 15th day of October, 1855, in the city 
of St. Louis, being absent from home in the 
performance of the mission which had been ap- 
pointed him at the April conference of 1854. 
Our beloved brother has gone to try the real- 
ities of the spirit world, in the full faith of our 
holy religion and confidence of the people; and 
though our words of commendation may not 
extend to cheer and encourage him in his on- 
ward and progressive laburs, yet we cannot re- 
frain from bearing our testimony to his un- 
wavering fidelity aud integrity, his useful but 
arduous labors, always evincing great firmness 
of character, and to his unyielding and uncom- 
promising integrity to Joseph and his brethren. 

We deplore his loss for our own and his 
friends’ sake, and who was not his friend that 
knew him? but rejoice that another faithful and 
able champion of the truth has gone to assist in 
the labors of Jesus and Joseph behind the vail. 

It has also become our painful duty to re- 
cord the death of our beloved brother Jedediah 
M. Grant; whose obituary and funeral proceed- 
ings are published in this day’s paper. In this 
afflicting dispensation of Providence we feel 
that the Lord hath touched us “in a tender 
spot;” but we realize that in his unbounded 
good he is able and willing to.make good our 
loss, yea, more abundantly as we draw nigh un- 
to him and live our holy religion. 

Although he is gone to another and more ex- 
tended field of labor, having ripened in the 
knowledge of God and efficiently and faithfully 
performed his work upon the earth, still his fre- 
quent admonitions, his burning eloquence, his 
zeal and anxiety, which he manifested for the 
salvation of Israel, are too indelibly impressed 
upon our minds to be easily forgotten. t us, 
therefore, exhibit our respect to the memory of 
our departed but beloved friend and brother,by 
remembering and practising his precepts and 
emulating, so far as in our power, his virtues. 

Owing to the illiberality, bigotry and intol- 
erance of so many Of this priest-ridden genera- 
tion, every obstacle and hindrance that can be 
is thrown in the way, with a view to obstruct 
the progress of the work and hedge up the way 
of those whose most earnest desire is to leave 
their parting testimony with old neighbors and 
associates iu life and come home to Zion. The 
gospel of salvation now as anciently finds more 
ready access to the 
illustrating and confirming the truthfulness of 
the remark of our Savior, “ How hardly shal! 
they that have riches enter into the kingdom 
of God.” The poor, down-trodden oppressed 
of ages; whom the aristocratic lordlings have 
for centuries continually crushed with the iron 
heel of despotism, feel, when the light of truth 
and salvation penetrates thei? minds, a new im- 
pulse to try again to redeem themselves and 
their posterity from the thraldom of ignorance, 
wickedness, error; superstition and tyranny 
which so long enchained them and their fathers. 
They are inspired by an all-absorbing desire to 
rise above and throw off the filth and abomina- 
tions, mystery, corruption and worse than 
Egyptian darkness of wicked Babylon and bask 
in the sunlight of pure principles emanating 
from Heaven’s King; to rejoice with the Saints 
in Zion and become co-workers in the cause 
which, having redeemed them; may enable 
them to contribute a share in the redemption 
of others who are still in the bonds of iniquity 
and gall of bitterness. 


This ever rising ever inereasing desire for 
the gathering of the remnants of Israel 


tains unto al the Saints eof God, who live their 
religion and enjoy the rich blessings of the 
Holy Ghost. It is in the heart of every faith- 
ful Saint,their constant prayer to the Almighty 
Father to enable them, not only to promulgate 
the gospel of Christ to those who sitin dark- 
ness,but to gather out the honest in heart, ever 
the Israel of God, from their long dispersion 
and to aid them in re to a knowledge of 
the Lord God of their Fa that they may 


participate in the society of the Saints-and a 
peaceful inheritance in these sequestered’ vales.

To this end, and the further accomplishment of 
this objet; are continually directed the efforts 
of the Perpetual Emigrating Fund Company 
for the emigration of the honest and worthy 

r, those who desire to serve God and keep 
tag being full Of virtue and in- 
tegrity towards God and their brethren. These 
are those we wish to deliver from the oppres- 
sion of wicked Babylon, whose vital energies 
the proud and powerful are crushing out, upon 
whom the despotism, bigotry, igrorance apd su- 
perstition of the world hang like an incubus, 
an to bring them to a land where manhood 
though found in poverty is respected,and where 
the God of, Heaven can receive homage due 
from man to his Maker; where freedom and 
liberty of conscience cau enjoy protection; hon- 
est and fuithful labor meet a just equivalent and 
where the light of revelation and power of the 
Holy and Eternal Priesthood hold the adver- 
sary of truth in abeyance and roll back the 
curtains of error aud darkness, sin and death 
which have so long enveloped the earth. 

This seasou’s operations have demonstrated 
that the Suints, being filled with faith and the 
Holy Ghost can walk across the plains, draw- 
ing their provisidns and clothing on hand carts. 
The experience of this season will of course 
help us to improve in future operations; but the 
plan has been fairly tested and proved entirely 
successful. The entire trip from Iowa city, a 
distance of over thirteen hundred miles, to this 
city has been thus accomplished in less travel- 
ling days than it has ever been by an ox train 
of wagons, and with far greatef ease to tlie 
travellers. These companies, with the excep- 
tion of the two last, which started too late in 
the season, have made the trip from the Mis- 
souri river in a little over two months,and could 
have made it in less time, had they not been 
hindered by the few ox teams which accom- 
panied them. Herein have our expectations 
been realized, and the usual vast expense and 
trouble attending this btanch of business been 
in a good degree avoided. 

The accounts of this year’s operations not 
yet being completed, we are at present unable 
to state the precise amount*of expenditare in- 
curred per passenger; but we kuow that it 
must be far less than heretofore, and may still 
be lessened in future. 

The Saints who have come in this way have 
been healthier, more contented and happier, 
and have encountered less trouble and vexation 
than those with teams; und have, moreover, 
manifested to the world their perseverance and 
good works. 

They bave showed a willingness to have 
others as well as themselves assisted, by using 
as little as possible of the Company’s means for 
their own emigration. They: have manifested 
a disposition to accede to any terms, so that 
their emigration nfight be accomplished with- 
out impeding that of anxious thdusands look- 
ing to the same source for relief. 

Although, in the first instance, drawing la- 
den hand carts 80 long a distance appeared to 
some difficult to be accomplished by the bretb- 
ren, and especially by the sisters, yet the result 
has proved that it is full as easy as and indeed 
easier than the method hitherto practiced; and 
the women endured the trip quite as well, in 
comparison, as the frfett. 

We have taken pains to collect facts upon 
this subject,as it Was an experiment this season. 
The enterprise; having proved so eminently suc- 


cessful, will in fature enter largely into all oar | 


emigrating operations. 

Let the Saints take courage and avail them- 
selves of the privilege of gathering to this 
place whilé the way is open before them,for the 
time will come When whoso would gather to 
Zion must needs flee with his budget upon his 
shoulder, or under his arm. Verily; they will 
come like flocks of doves to the windows, com- 

ratively bare and naked,without food or cloth- 
ing, escaping, as tt were by the skin of their 
teeth, from the righteous indignation of an of- 
fended Deity poured out upon and passing over 
a wicked and adulterous generation. 

While we, therefore, feel to te oar- 
selves and our brethren and sisters upon the 

appy issue of this experiment, we wish to di- 
rect our agents and others concerned to a few 
suggestions; drawn from th-s season’s experi- 
ence, by way of improvement. 

}n the first place our emigration must start 
earlier in the season,and the necessary arrange- 
ments must be made and completed by the time 
company must to leave is- 
souri aoe later than the first day of July. 

They must be provided with stronger hand 
carts, and endeavor so tO arrange as to have 
the burden — each cart vary as little as pos- 
sible daring the journey. Than starting with 
such heavy loads and lightening them up so 
soon, it would be better to start with lighter 
loads and gradually increase them, as the breth- 
rén -become more accustomed to the labor. 


This might be accomplished by sending out a 


‘States, and publishir 
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few teams with provisions, a few days in ad- 
vance of the companies,to be taken on the hand 
eafts as they come up, when the teams could 
return. 

All emigrants should provide themselves 
with an extra supply of good shoe; 

The hab or nave of the cart wheels should 
be 8 inches long and 7 inches through in the 
center. The boxes at the shoulder should be 
24 inches in diumeter. 

If it should be considered best to have cast 
iron arms, they should be 1 1-4 inches thitk at 
the shouller aud 8-4 inch at the point. The 
wooden axles should have iron or steel skeiuns, 
and the wheels should be bound with band iron 
1-4 or 3-8 inches in thickness, With a dish of 2 
inches and track 4 feet apart. The timber 
must be of the best quality for toughness; and 
be well seasoned. In other respects they may 
be constructed as heretofore. 

_ The very aged and infirm should be brought 
in wagons, in @ separate train. 

On account of their greater experience, let 
good, faithful Elders from this Territory have 
charge of the companies. By observing these 
suggestions it is believed that, with one four or 
six mule team to each two hundred persons, 
the emigration will be much facilitated at a still 
lessened expense. | 

We had the pleasure, at our October Con- 
ference; of meeting with our brethren Franklin 
D. Richards, Daniel Spencer, John Van Cott, 
George D. Grant and others of the returned 
missionaries who had been long absent, from 
whom We learued the condition and situation 
of our immigrating companies still upon the 
plains. 

We immediately took effective measures for 
sending them such aid and assistance as, owing 
to the lateness of the seastn; they should re- 
quire td erable them to reach these valleys, be- 
fore the snow of winter should block their way 
and render their progress impossible. This was 
the first business which enzrossed the attention 
of the Conference; and has since absorbed al- 
most the entire attention of many of our cit- 
izens. But little has been done except to for- 
ward teams and assistance to their relief, and 
yet they have not all arrived, though the re- 
mainder are expected in a few days. 

To companies immigrating to this place we 
wish to say a word, by way of counsel. Move 
every day, even if it is but a few miles; that 
is far better than tarrying in one camping 
place. On the Sabbath; after meeting and 
resting during a portion of the day, it will gen- 
erally be better to make a short march. Move 
on every day, if you wish to accomplish your 
journey in due season: 

Absolute necessity may justify stoppiti¢g a few 
days in a place, but that will but rarely occur 
and should be avoided so far as possible. It is 
far better,for both the teams and people; to keep 
travelling,until the journey is fully accomplished. 

The through emigration will be conducted 
by our travelling agents under the general di- 
rection of the agerts presiding in Liverpool, 
from which place it starts, but will receive the 
aid and co-operation of our agents presiding in 
New York and St. Louis. All other emigra- 
tion will be received and disposed of by our 
agents in the United States. 

It is desirable to make a few locations along 
the line of travel, and our agents at Florence 
and St. Louis have been instructed in relation 
thereto. 

We trust, therefore; that the brethren and 
sisters will be sufficiently mindful of the gen- 
eral interests of the cause of Zion td readily 
respond to our wishés and the requirements of 
our agents Who are entrusted with these mat-

‘enced by the masses of the 
want of provisions, but the commendable lib- 
erality exercised by those who were fortanate 
enough to possess a supply, and the energy of 


States on a temporary visit, intending to return 
in the spring.

Elder Lorenzo Suow is presiding at Box El- 
der, in this Territory; and Elder Franklin D. 
Richards is at his home in this city, having re- 
cently returned from his mission to Europe. 

Owing tt the almost total loss of crops last 
season, loss of stock during the past winter 
and heavy indebtedness occasioned by last 
year’s immigration, we were compelled to sus- 
pend operations upon the Pablic Works, until 
we could pay our debts and somewhat replenish 
our means. Since harvest We have partially 
resumed, but will not commence laying stone 
upvu the Temple until next spring, when we 
hope to prusecute that work with much vigor. 
We are collecting and preparing materials, and 
it is our wish and intention, in the meantime,to 
finish the canal for boating the rock for the 
Temple: 

Tne wheat crop of this season was good, but 
corn was rather light and potatoes were almost 
an entire failure, though, by a very prudent 
course, we trust there will be suflicieat prov- 
isions to last until another harvest. 

In pursuance of an act passed at the last ses- 
sion of the Legislative Assembly, a Convention 
of Delegates met in this city on the 17th day 
of last March, and closed their labors on the 
27th of the same month; having, in a session of 
ten days, formed a constitution, elected dele- 
gates and adopted a memorial to Congress 
making application for admission into the Union 
as @ sovereigu State. Their proceedings, sub- 
sequently submitted to the people, were unan- 
imously sustained. 

We learn, by recent advices from our Dele- 
gates to Washingtou, that in consequence of 
the exceeding great opposition and prejudice 
against us as a people,they have not deemed it 
wisdom to present our application, althougi'nd 
fault has been found either with our constita- 
tion or our ability to sustain and administer a 
State government. The opposition seems to be 
arrayed against us rather on account of our re- 
ligitus faith and Church ordinances, as though 
they were a legitimate subject for Congress to 
canvass. What course may be taken is to us 
unknown, for our memorial has not yet been 
presented. When the cxcitements of the presi- 
dential election are past, it is hoped more fa- 
vorable indications,fore-shadowing a candid and 
honest action wpon its merits, may warrant its 
presentation. If this can be accomplished, and 
the claims of our application for admission intd 
the Union as a State be fairly and honorably 
canvassed upon every point legitimate to the is- 
sue, we have not a doubt as to its successful 
termination. 

We are more indifferent in regard té this 
subject in a religious than m a political sense, 
for whether we are organized in a Territorial 
or State capacity, Government is bound to pro- 
tect us in the rights of conscience, or over-ride 
plain Constitatitmal guarantees. And no intel- 
ligent person Lolds in very high estimation that 
union which is hourly endangered by the fren- 
zied zeal of rampant, misguided and fanatical 


demagogues, who trample that heaven-inspired | 


instrument; the Consitation, into the dust and 
regard neither their fathers’ legacy nor their 
children’s inheritance. 

It is not our purpose in this Epistle to discuss 
pooner questions, but we eannot refrain from 

onestly and sincerely invoking the power of 
Him who sits enthroned in the heavens to be- 
hold those who are distracting the councils of 
our nation and hastening the destruction of

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Mormon Tone—How it should be Judged. 


A retierovs contemporary, in an article to 
which we allude in another column, says, that 
it wants no better evidence against ‘‘ Mormon- 
ism” than the tone maintained by its Standards. 
It is not an unfrequent thing for objections to 
be raised by the professedly pious and religious 
against the tone of the Mormon speeches and 
articles. Every thing said by the Mormons is 
so devoid of that sanctimonious twang and af- 
fectation of piety, so popular in the religious 
world in these days, that many who are dis- 
posed to measure their neighbor’s religion by 
the amount they display of these qualities, set 
the Mormons down as an irreligious and im- 
pious community. 

The school in which the Mormons have been 
trained is a very different one from that in 
which the people by whom we are surrounded 
have been; and the difference to be observed 
between us and the religious world is in conse- 
quence of the difference in our experience. 
Men to pass a correct judgment on Mormonism 
by the éone of its professors or of its Standards, 
should first become acquainted with the cir- 
cumstances which have produced this peculiar- 
ity in their tone; for were the writings of 
many of the prophets and apostles to be judg- 
ed by their one alone, without their peculiar 
and bitter experience being remembered or the 
circumstances taken into consideration under 
which their records were written, Christianity 
or the gospel of Jesus, the system to which 
they belonged, might be condemned. [Bat re- 
membering the trials and sufferings which they 
endured because of their adherence to the gospel 
of Jesus, our hearts are filled with sympathy 
for them, and we intuitively perceive and ack- 
nowledge that all they said and wrote, though 
it might be considered harsh and offensive un- 
der some circumstances, was perfectly justifiable 
and proper. 

So it is in regard to the Mormons. Though 
many of their contemporaries may condemn 
the tone of their remarks and writings, yet pos- 
terity, when the history of this age is spread 
before them, will be astonished at the forbear- 
ance and meekness they manifested; and they 
wil] readily acknowledge that nothing but the 
assistance of a superior power, could have aid- 


- ed them in enduring in so wonderful a manner 


the dreadful sufferings and wrongs that have 
been heaped upon them. Every species of en- 
ormity and oppression that mind can con- 
ceive, or the most malignant inhumanity devise, 
has been unsparingly inflicted upon them, and 
by those, too, who should have been foremost 
to extend the hand of sympathy and friendship. 
Men before they find fault with or condemn 
the tone of Mormon remarks and publications 
should read their history, and ponder over their 
murdered men, their ravished women, and their 
homes made desolate by the ruthless hand of 
persecution. They should follow them in their 
wanderings, driven from city to city, from 
county to county and from state to state, 
plundered of their property and violently ex- 
pelled from their inheritances, seeking in vain 
for a spot in the land of their nativity, shelter- 
ed by the constitution of their fathers, in which 
they could dwell in peace and quietness. Let 
them reflect on these things, the list of which 
is so dreadfal that the mind almost shrinks 
with horror from the contemplation, and then 
ask themselves what they think of the tone of 
Mormon speeches and writings. If they are 
reasonable and humane men their only wonder 
will be how human nature ever endured it. 
The bare remembrance of these scenes, when 
we permit our mind to recall them, causes emo- 
tions that we prefer at present to repress. 
When we see the same spirit indalged in by in- 
dividuals now, who had they the power, would 
re-enact those scenes of violence and persecution, 
we feel indignant,and we freely express it. The 
Mormons when they became acquainted with 
the principles of their holy religion, were filled 
with an intense desire to impart the knowledge 
unto others, and with hearts overflowing with 
love and joy, they made known these things to 
all by whom they were surrounded. In the 
simplicity of their hearts, when they first be- 
came acquainted with the work, and perceived 
the beauty and excellency thereof, they imagin- 
ed they would only have to open the Bible and 
point to the promises contained therein to have 
all men ready to embrace it; but how cruelly 
were they deceived! The men who ought to 
have received it with joy,were the very men in 
many instances to fan the flame of persecution 
and incite and head crusades against them. 
Ministers and professors of religion have been 
their most zealous and unrelenting persecators, 
from the days of the early rise of this system 


until the present. They have looked on ap 
provingly while every imaginable indignity has 
been heaped upon the Mormons, and have wit- 
nessed their expulsion from the haunts of civil 
ization without extending a hand to prevent or 
raising voice to rebuke so foul and’ flagrant 
an outrage upon ‘the rights,of map, apd yet 
they find fault with the tone of the Mormons’ 
remarks! They strain at e gnat and swallow 
a camel! 

We wish the world to understand 
as a people, have submissively and patiently en- 
dored, without resenting, all that the Lord re- 
quires of us to submit to. We have been 
smote on one cheek times without number, and 
have meekly aud repeatedly tarned the other, 
only to experience similar treatment. How 
long the world would think that we should sub- 
mit to this treatment withont any change in 
our demeanor or tone, we know not; but this 
we do know,that there is a point beyond which 
submission, even by a Mormon, would cease to 
be a virtue. 


No Excuse for the World. 

Tuts generation can never excuse themselves 
before the judgment seat of Christ by pleading 
ignorance of the work which he has commenc- 
ed upon the earth. They will be obliged to 
confess that their blood is upon their own heads, 
and that the Lord has given them every need- 
ful opportunity to become acquainted with his 
designs, to become participants in his work and 
to be prepared for every thing that is coming 
upon the earth and its inhabitants. The elders 
of Israel are going forth lifting up their voices 
and calling upon the people to prepare for the 
great day of God Almighty, which is nigh at 
hand. The press is busily employed in a great 
many places in circulating the same warning, 
and in advancing the most cogent reasons to 
induce men to pay attention to it. There are 
very few, comparatively speaking, therefore, 
who have not had an opportunity of becoming 
acquainted with the great work of the last 
days. 

A message such as the Latter-Day Saints 
profess to be the bearers of, is of such extreme 
importance to the whole family of man that 
they can not be justified in passing it by un- 
noticed. Even if the people should have no 
cause to think it true, it becomes a duty, sit- 
uated as they are, the moment they hear the 
message to investigate and give heed to it. The 
systems of Christendom have no prophets or 
apostles, neither do they have nor aspire to ob- 
tain constant and direct revelation from the 
Deity; and therefore, such events as the Lat- 
ter-Day Saints predict as being about to take 
plave, might be in contemplation by the Lord, 
and all Christendom be in total ignorance of 
them. Were there prophets and regularly av- 
thorized servants of God in their midst, then 
they might be justified in not paying attention 
to every man who might arise professing to 
have the authority to warn them; because if 
preparation should be needed on their part for 
any thing about to take place they would be 
forewarned of it by the prophets and servants 
of God who were with them. But the Latter- 
Day Saints stand up in the midst of the people 
and solemnly declare that God has again spok- 
en from the heavens, has again sent his holy 
augels to the earth to communicate his will to 
man, has again restored the gospel in its pu- 
rity, with all its attendant gifts, has again con- 
ferred the power upon man to legally adminis- 
ter in its ordinances and commanded them to 
go forth to all the inhabitants of the earth and 
bear testimony of these things, that those who 
believe and obey this message may escape the 
judgments and calamities about to be visited 
upon the heads of the wicked. They bear tes- 
timony that they know these things to be true 
—that the Lord has revealed it unto them. Is 
there a man out of the numerous thousands of 
ministers of Christendom that can bear witness 
that he knows the testimony of the Latter-Day 
Saints to be false, and that they have uo au- 
thority to prociaim such a message? No, there 
is not; for to be able to bear such witness he 
must pretend to bave revelation from God, and 
that all Christendom asserts to be impossible in 
these days. 

Under such circumstances, then, the thought 
in the mind of every man should be, “I must 
inquire into and investigate this message, for 
perchance, it may be true, and if it be true, it 
is my duty to obey it.” It being a well estab- 
lished fact that Christendom is determined 
neither to believe in new revelation nor permit 
any person that does believe in it to remain 
within its pales, it should forcibly strike every 
person at once, who will reflect on the subject, 
that the Lord, if He had a message to send, 
would not select any of the systems of Chris- 
tendom as a medium through which to commn- 
nicate it; but that it would be made known to 
the world through a people such as the Latter- 
Day Saints profess to be. The denial of Chris- 
tendom is only what might be expected under 
the circumstances, and should be unheeded by 
the individual who is anxious to know the will 
and designs of God. When men are aware,as 
the people of the present generation must be, 
that they are unacquainted with the Lord’s 
wishes and designs, and that all they know 
about him is what was revealed to generations 
that existed a great number of centuries 
ago, what course should they pursue when 
men come among them in the name of the 
Lord with a message for their consideration? 


Coming in the name of the Lord, under such 
circumstances, should entitle it to a fair and im- 
partial hearing and investigation. It comes in 
too important a name, and, if a true message) 
the consequences would be too dreadful, to re 
ject it lightly and without examination. 
‘the great majority of the people instead 
of taking this course, or paying the slightest 
jattention to the message called by them “ Mors 
a course the most suicidal. 
The few who have strove to obtain knowledge 
jrelative to it, have obtained it, and become wit- 
nesses of its truth. The few who have deemed 
it worthy of notice and investigation, have em- 
braced and obeyed it, as a message of vital im- 
|portance, Are we not justified in saying, then, 
that this generation will be left without excuse 
when they are called to stand before the judg- 
ment-seat of Christ? Had every man done his 
duty in regard to this message there is not 
now a human being under the face of the whole 
heavens that would not have heard of it and of 
the things and purposes the Lord is about to 
bring about and fulfil, for every man would 
have informed his neighbor,and the news would 
have spread with such rapidity that every nook 
and cranny of the earth would have resounded 
with the intelligence. 


But it is not by written and oral testimony 
of the elders alone that the inhabitants of the 
earth are being warned. They are being warn- 
ed by the gathering together of the people 
who believe and receive this message, from all 
the nations of the earth to the precise locality 
which the scriptures désignate—by the visible 
fulfilment of ancient prophecies—by the literal 
establishment of that kingdom which shall 
break in pieces all other kingdoms and whose 
destiny is to stand for ever, and by the signs of 
the times. These things all coming to pass in 
conjunction With the declaration of this mes- 
sage, and the people who obey it being the in- 
struments made use of to accomplish them, 
maxe this work of so public and unusual a na- 
tare that but few can plead ignorance of its 
existence as an excuse for not obeying its re- 
quirements, as it has not been done in a corner. 


Shifting the Responsibility. 


Ovr contemporaries of the Pacific, when 
they are pressed to the wall or have their ver- 
acity impugned, have a very unique and con- 
venient way of dodging the issue. We havea 
fair specimen of this before us, in their paper 
jo Thursday last. It will be remembered by 
our readers that in our last week’s namber we 
took the liberty of contradicting in rather plain 
language statements made in an editorial ar- 
ticle of their paper of the 12th inst. relative 
to the “temporal effects of ‘‘ Mormonism.” 
We branded their statements in that article as 
false, and said that we had the evidence on 
hand to prove them to be such. In an edi- 
torial written in allusion to this subject in their 
paper of this week, they in the first place dis- 
claim the authorship of the article, and: say 
that it was written by a gentleman who has 
suffered not a little from the Mormons. And 
in the second place, they are not inclined, they 
say, to demean themselves by any controversy 
with men whose first resort towards those who 
differ from them is the free use of such epithets 
as lying, liars, etc. They neither substantiate 
nor deny the false statements and deductions 
which they have so freely made, but as a con- 
venient way of avoiding either, fall back on 
their dignity! They do not wish to demean 
themselves, they say, by any controversy with 
men who freely use such epithets as lying, etc! 
The editors have truly strange ideas about 
what is demeaning. It is not-demeaning to 
publish false statements, but it would be to get 
into controversy with the individual who calls 
these statements false, or in plain mountain 
english fies! It is not demeaning to shift the 
responsibility of an editorial article containing 
these unblushing falsehoods on to the shoulders 
of some unknown individual, who has suffered 
not a little from the Mormons, as though his 
sufferings gave him a right to traduce and de- 
fame ‘‘ Mormonism” and every Mormon! It is 
not demeaning after these statements are pub- 
licly contradicted, to maintain the most pro- 
found silence in regard to them, neither with- 
drawing them by acknowledging in a frank and 
manly manner that they were based upon in- 
correct information, nor attempting to support 
them! We must confess that the ideas of the 
editors of the Pacific and ours differ very ma- 
terially as to what is demeaning. We would 
rather be charged with the too free use of such 
epithets as lying, etc., than be accused of the 
free indulgence in false statements, which are 
virtually 4es. And should we, during our edi- 
torial career, ever advance any thing that is 
calculated to misrepresent and malign a system 
or a community, we trost that we may never 
be so destitute of honor as to shun the bold 
and open withdrawal of such statement, upon 
becoming aware of its tendency. 

As to their remarks that we are ready and 
free in the charge of lying, just ag others 
would charge unintentional error, and that they 
have noticed “too much of the profane ele- 
gance of the bogus prophet Brigham Young” 
in our remarks, we have a few words to say. 
We have never hesitated to style such state- 
ments as those advanced by the Paafc, which 
to view in the most charitable light could never 
have originated in unintentional error, as lying, 
and every-man who bas any perception of right

jever been careful in all controversy with our 
contemporaries to discriminate closely between 
unintentional errors and wilfal perversion and 
mis-representation of truth. The bluntness 
| and “ profane elegance” of Brigham Young 
jand other servants of Gud is as much of 
stambling block to this generation as the bluat- 
ness and plain habit of speech of Jesus and his 
Tt shocked and offended the Phari- 
sees, doubtless to be called hypocrites, murder- 
ers, jiars, and children of the devil, etc., as 
much as it does the editors of the Paafic to be 
told that the statements published in their col- 
utmns are false. 

By what process of ratiocination these edi- 
tors have got. the idea that because we ceny 
their unjust assertions we wish to pick a diffi- 
culty with them or draw them into a contro- 
versy, isa mystery tous. If they wish toes 
cape our notice, they must confine themselves 
to the truth when they speak about “‘ Mormon- 
ism” and the Mormons. If they do this in 
future, we can assure them that they will have 
but little cause to complain of us trying to 
pick a difficulty with them; if not, they will 
find us both ready and willing to defend our 
religion and ourselves from every aspersion 
they may publish. The day is past, and 
we thank the Lord for it, for us to sit tamely 
by and have detraction and unmeasured abuse 
heaped upon us without daring to resent it or 
to hurl the falsehoods back in the teeth of the 
men who utter them. 


On Sat. night this city was visited by a violent 
rain storm, which continued,almost without ces- 
sation, throughout Sanday and Monday. The 
rain fell in torrents, and has done considerable 
damage to streets, sidewalks, etc., inundating 
a great many cellars and in many instances 
spoiling their contents. Many of the streets 
were rendered very dangerous for vehicles and 
animals in consequence of the loosening of the 
planking and the washing away of the earth. 

This storm has spread nearly all over the 
whole of this upper part of the State. The in- 
terior papers contain accounts of many disas- 
trous losses occasioned in different localities by 
the unusual fall of rain. The Shasta Cowrier, 
of Saturday, says that the Upper Sacramento 
raised some twenty feet during the latter part 
of last week. At the Spring Mill Creek the 
river raised six feet in two hours. It was im- 
possible to cross at any of the ferries. At Red 
Bluffs on the Sacramento, the river had risen 
very high, and a portion of Tehama was sub- 
merged. 

The Butte Record says that the storm has 
been more severe in that vicinity than at any 
previous time since 1853, and that it still rages, 
also that much valuable property is being swept 
away on the Feather river. By the sweeping 
away of a number of logs from a saw mill at 
Oroville, the ferry ropes were broken, so that 
the river could not be crossed. The wind cut up 
mad pranks among signs, awnings, etc. 

The loss at Nevada is set down at $70,000. 
A reservoir, about three miles above the town, 
covering two hundred and fifty acres of ground, 
gave way on Sunday morning. The water 
swept through the town like an avalanche, car- 
rying destruction in its path. The occupants 
of one building had so little time to escape that 
they were unable to save $1000 under their 
heads. Heavy castings of quartz mills, weigh- 
ing tons, were carried hundreds of yards 
down the stream.. Every mill on the creek be- 
low the town, was entirely destroyed. 

The new bridge thrown across the American 
river, above Folsom, at a cost of about $15,- 
000, was carried off last Monday. 

In the southern mines the rise of the water 
is beyond precedent since 1852. The Stanis- 
laus rose eleven feet in one hour on Sunday, 
and great damage was caused to mining claims 
along its banks, The Sonora stages which left 
Stockton on Tuesday morning, were compelled 
to return, the country being better for boating 
than staging. 

In Sacramento some apprehensions have been 
felt lest the levee should prove insufficient to 
restrain the angry flood. The decrease of the 
last few days has, however, relieved them of 
their fears.

The snow is deeper than ever before 
since we inhabited these rugions Stock will 
have to be fed during the winter in this coun- 
try the same as in the Eastern States, to live, 
and we shall have to make arrangements ac- 
cordingly. It is much better than last season, 
but if the snow continues its present depth any 
length of time, considerable amount of stock 
must perish. | 

The Legislative Assembly are still in session, 
and are mostly engaged in compiling the laws 
of the United States which are applicable to 
this Territory, with a view of publishing them 
in a separate book, or with the Statutes of the 
Territory, for the benefit of the people. 

The work of reform still goes on, and all the 
saints appear to be waking up to a sense of 
their duties, and appear determined in future 
to work the works of righteousness, live faith- 
ful and sanctify themselves before the Lord. 
Meetings have taken the place of dances, and 
are even more frequent, and well attended.

Whereas, the Assembly of this State through 
its Committee at the bar of the Senate 
impeached G. W. Whitman, Comptroller 
the State, of misdeameanor in office, and de 
manded that the Senate take order for the ap 
pearance of said party, to answer the impeach- 
ment, therefore be it 

Resolved, That the Senate will take such op 
der, and will issue process against said G. W. 
Whitman, State Comptroller, upon presenta- 
tion of the articles of impeachment. Adopted, 

In the Senate, on the 16th,“ An Act 
planatory of an Act to reduce and establish 
the sala ries of officers and pay of members of 
the Legislature,” was read and passed. 

The bill changing the county seat of El De 

rado from Coloma to Placerville, was brought 
up for consideration and was made the subject 
of much bitter feeling. Charges of improper 
motives were freely bandied, and one grave 
Senator was ordered into custody for contempt, 
in trying to take off his coat to thrash some 
body. 
In the Assembly, on the 16th, nine charges 
of impeachment were reported against Henry 
Bates, late State Treasurer. The Assembly 
reserves to itself the right to submit other and 
additional articles of impeachment. They de 
mand that the Senate issue process against the 
late State Treasurer. 

In the Assembly, on the 17th, a bill was ix 
troduced to define the boundaries of San Ber 
nardino county. And a bill was also passed 
to regulate water courses in San Bernardino. 

In the Senate, on the 18th, a committee ap 
peared at the bar of the Senate and presented 
articles of impeachment against Henry Bates, 
late Treasurer of State. The President of the 
Senate informed the committee that, in accord 
ance with the former action of the Senate, this 
body would in due time take action as reported. 
A committee of five was appointed to arrange 
the order of conducting impeachment trial in 
case of the late Treasurer of State. 


More Indian Troubles. 


Carr. Jupan, of Fort Jones, Scott Valley, 
informs the Shasta Courier,that there has beea 
another outbreak among the Indians,the settle 
ment in the Pitt River Valley having been 
tirely obliterated by the Hat River savages 
Information had come that Messrs. H. A, 
Lockhart, Daniel Bryant, Z. R. Rogers, 
Boles, and a German named John, had in all 
probability been murdered. Also, that G. 8) 
Whitney and M. D. Fowler had a very narrow 
escape for their lives. All the houses in the 
Valley had been burnt, and it is supposed that 
all the inhabitants remaining there, beyond the 
possibility of a doubt, have been murdered. 
Frank Rogers, formerly of the Express firm of 
Cram, Rogers & Co., with a small party, had 
left Yreka on snow shoes for the purpose of 
finding the body of his father, Z. R. Rogers. 

The Yreka Union urges immediate chastise 
ment, but Capt. Judah—who is en rowle for 
Benicia, to lay the matter before Gen. Wool— 
is of the opinion that at the present time not 
ing can be done, on account of the depth of the 
snow. 

The Shasta Republican snggests an early 
campaign in the summer, saying “ proper pelt 
ishment can then be meted ont to the hostile 
tribes, and in the futare,a single compasy 
stationed at Pitt River, would be able te keep 
them under perfect subjection.”

FROM GREAT SALT LAKE CITY. 

From eur Correspondent : 
G. 8. L. Crry, Jan. 7th, 1857. 
Ep. or Toe Westen 

Desk Beorure: The Western mail arrived on the 
evening of the Sth, bringing a complete file of the 
Srawpinp, encountering much snow from Fillmore 
to this city. 

The Legislature met at Filimore on the 8th ult., 
organized, and passed a resolution changing the seat, 
of Government. On the 18th they commenced sit“ 
ting in the Social Hall in this city and are still in 
session. 

Elder Orson Hyde and company arrived on the 9th 
ult., having left Carson valley on the lst Nov., had 
rather a tedious time, had to leave their wagons on 
the way on account of the snow and pack thro’ with 
their animals, 

10th, Elders Ferramorsz Little and Ephraim Hanks 
started out with the Eastern mail, notwithstanding 
the unusual severity of the weather and the great 
depth of snow in the mountains. 

Omthe 12th and three preceding days snow fell at 
intervals, leaving about = foot of snow on an average 
in this valley,—ceeper north and in many other 


15th, The brethren have returned with the balance 
of the families of this year’s emigration ieft at Brid- 
ger, report from six to fifteen feet of snow in some 
places in the mountains. 

25th, Prest. Young entertained the returned mis- 
sionaries of '56 with a supper at his Lion house, the 
only public party we have heard of in the city this 
winter. 

Jan. 1, 1857, Being the first Thursday in the month 
was our monthly fast day, and was characterized by 
Fast meetings held throughout the Wards in the 
city, it snowed nearly all day and in the morning 
very windy. 

4th, Twelve or fifteen inches of snow fell, which is 
still lying on the top of the old snow. We have not 
bad such a severe winter since our arrival here, altho’ 
as yet we have not heard of that fatality amongst 
cattle naturally to be expected, but if the present 
snow continues long on the ground many of the 
cattle must perish. 

The Eastern mail started out this morning but 
they will have ten or twelve feet of snow to encoun 
ter in the mountains and in drifts much more. 

Daniel H. Wells was ordained and set apart on the 
4th curt., as second Counsellor to Prest. B. Young. 

Elders Hyde, Woodruff, L. Snow and Richards of 
the Twelve are busily engaged in the work of Refor- 
mation in the city, and are one with the Presidency 
in rolling forth the work of the last dispensation. 

A new atmosphere begins to be felt here, the Saints 
are living their religion and the power of God is rest- 
ing upon them. The incubus of negligence, unfaith- 
fulness and darkness is falling of their shoulders and 
on them begins to rest the cares, responsibility and 
burdens of the work of God which causes the hearts 
of the Presidency to rejoice. The Quorums are right- 
ing up, going ahead, and have the wine and the oil, 
and thus are the Saints preparing to execute the pur- 
posesof God, knowing that He has said, His work 
will be cut short in righteousness in the last days. 
The Scriptures begin to be fulfilled, the sinners in 
Zon tremble, and fearfulness surprises the hypocrite.

EXTRACTS 


Of 4 ielter from Hon. Samuel W. Richards, dated 
Great Salt Lake City, Jan. 7th, 1857. 


The reformation of this people is a matter of very 
gteat importance, and will prove very beneficial. 
Reform in every department, affecting the entire 
people and community is now transpiring and will 
prove one of the most importatit movements of the 
age. The Legislative Assembly convened in this city 
is partaking quite largely of the spirit. May the 
epirit that prevails now in these valleys, especially 
in this city, be imparted to the Elders abroad, and a 
fre be kindled that shall consume the dross of the 
whole earth. 

The reformation is operating upon the business de- 
partment of the Church to a considerable extent. 
Old men are resigning their business places, and 
young men are filling them. Every lazy, drowsy, 
sleepy officer in the kingdom is being called upon to 
awake or get out of the way and let some one of 
Snergy and power take his place. In a word, 


‘The Spirit of God like a fire is burning."’ 


The Twelve who are now here, are holding meet- 
ings Thursday and Sunday evenings throughout the 
city, commencing with Ward No. 1, and continuing 
by rotation. Two or three missionaries are appointed 
to cach of the twenty Wards in the city, who spend 
quite a portion of their time in visiting and holding 
meetings. These missionaties meet the Twelve and 
Presidency in the Historian's Office every Wednesday 
evening, to report progress and get instructions. 

Every Monday evening the Presidents of Seventies 
meet in their Hall. Tuesday evenings the Bishops 
and lesser Priesthood mect in the Seventies’ Hall. 
Wednesday evenings the missionaries as above named. 
Thursday and Sunday evenings are for Ward meet- 
ings. Friday evening the City Council and other 
bodies meet: and on Saturday evening the High 
Priests meet in the Social Hall. The Twelve gener- 
ally attend the Quorum meetings. 

One day last week all the members and officers of 
the Ausembly, who had not been, were rebaptized 
im the font and confirmed in the Endowment House. 

The Legislature have as yet passed but few enact- 
ments this winter. Some Laws have been amended 
and some grants given. The United States Statutes 
at large are now under examination w a view to 
extractall that isin any way cpoMeate to this Ter- 
ritory, and compile it in one volume,—a labor of 
considerable magnitude. 

This winter is the most like an 
ter that I have ever seen In 
snow was never known I thi 


not fed, and much will no be lost unless the 
Weather soon breaks. f 

General health prevails which ts a very great bies- 
ting to this people. 


There is quite a scarcity of wood in the city owing 
to the many teams that went out to bring in the im- 
migration just at a time when they would have been 
bauting wood for winter. 

There is not yet much indication of a great scarcity 


beef eight and nine cents, pork eighteen and twenty 
cents per pound; oats seventy-five cents, corn one 
dollar and one dollar twenty-five cents per bushel; 
huy from ten to fifteen dollars per ton. 

The Lord is greatly blessing His people in these 
yallies this winter. Intelligence and the light of 
Heaven is sh ed forth, radiating in all the splendor ot 
the Majesty on High according unto His dealings 
with His people.

Simm: I have just arrived in this place from 

Olo, and from my visit in the golden regions among 
the Saints in thos. parte; I certainly did enjoy my- 
self while visiting among them, and will long re- 
member their acts of kindness to me, and I sincerely 
hope that I shall ever prove myself worthy of their 
hospitality, friendship and good feelings, and that 
the confidence thus springing up between us may 
‘strengthen with our strength dnd grow with our 
growth’’ through all time, unto the perfect day. 
Eiders Stuart and Shearman have an extensive 
field of labor, and are doing a great deal of good; for 
they are faithfui to their calling, persevering in their 
duties, and are laying a foundation for much good 
to be done; arid it will be but a short time until the 
fruits of their labors will begin to appear, and indeed 
they have already been the means of removing a vast 
amount of prejudice from the minds of the people, 
and of convincing some of the truth of the great mes- 
sage of the last days. 

During my last visit with the Saints in Buckeye, 
six members more were added by baptism. I held 
six meetings there during the week I tarried with 
them; une of them being the funeral of Mr. and Mrs. 
Letson’s child that died in this place, its parents 
having taken it to Buckeye for burial. At our last 
meeting up there, we administered the emblems of 
the broken body and shed blood of our Savior. I 
left the Saints there feeling well and rejoicing in the 
truth, and I sincerely believe these feelings will live 
with them unto the end of their days, and then in 
the next sphere more aynndantly, which may God 
grant is my prayer. x

ARRIVAL OF THE J. L. STEPHENS. 


The P, M. 8. 8. Co.'s steamship, J. LZ. Stevens, R 
H. Pearsons, Commander, sailed from Panama Feb- 
ruary lst, at one o'clock, a. m., with the U. 8. mails, 
482 passengers and 621 packages, merchandize.

The steamer George Law was detained at New York 
until the 22d ult., on account of the failure of the 
nothern mails, in eonsequence of the depth of snow 
obstructing the railroads. 

GREAT SNOW STORM. 


On the evening of the 19th instant, comimericed 
one of the severest snow, storms that had been 
known in New York for many years. It extended 
over the Eastern, Middle and Western States, and as 
far South as Virginia, and continued with but little 
abatement of violence until Monday at midnight. 
Snow fell to ah average depth of two feet, and in 
some places drifted to the height of fifteen feet. The 
cold throughout the storm was intense,and many per- 
sons were frozen to death in the roads. The storm 
was accompanied by a furious gale from the north- 
east, and it was anticipated that a great miany ves- 
sels had been wrécked on the coast 

SHIPWRECK, FRIGHTFUL LOSS OF IAFE. 


On Sunday the 18th January, the brig Emdine, 
Capt. Wradbury Farnham, of Penobscot, Maine, was 
wrecked on the Jersey Beach, and every soul perish- 
ed. The disaster was witnessed by hundreds of per- 
sons, but so terrible was the storm that no assistance 
could be rendered them. It was evident that the 
vessel had beett disabled by the storm at sea, and 
was run ashore, to avoid foundering. 

Several other vessels wrecked or 


ven to sea. In 
Massachusetts Bay the most damage was done to 
shtpping. More than a dozen vessels were wrecked 
in the vicinity of Boston. The ship Orissa, from Cal- 
cutta was wrecked on Cohasset Beath, and the mate 
and three seamen drowned. Bark Tedesco, from Cadiz, 
Capt. Paterson, was wrecked at Swampscot, near 
Lynn, and all hands perished. Ship California, trom 
Sarinam, and bark New Empire, from Mobile, were 
wrecked on Cohasset Rocks. Crews saved in life 
boats. Bark A. C. Cochrane, from Apalachicola, went 
ashore at Race Point. Crew saved. Several smaller 
craft were also wrecked at various points in the Bay, 
anid others were driven to sea from moorings. 
ick IN THE EAST RIVER. 

Ori the 17th January some twenty thousand per- 
sons crossed the river between New York and Brook- 
lyn, onthe ice. At four o'clock p. mu. the ice broke 
up suddenly, and al field ofi which there were 
upwards of five hhundted persons, detached itself from 
the shore and drifted away down the Bay. Great 
consternation prevailed, but by the aid of a ama!l pro- 
peller, the adventurers were rescued from their peril- 
ous situation.

REASSEMBLING OF THE PAKIS CONGRESS. 


The Plenipotentiaries of the powers which signed 
the treaty of peace met at Paris on Wednesday, the 
8ist of December, at noon, at the Hotel of Foreign 
Affairs. 

At the first meeting the commissions of the Pleni- 
potentiaries were verified,and a programme was read, 
stating that— 

Whereas, A(difficulty having arisen in executing 
Article X% of the Treaty of Paris, the contracting 
parties had met to consider under what circum- 
stances the difficulties in question could be ar- 


ranged. 

Compliments were then exchanged on the concilia- 
tory spirit exhibited all around. A new line would 
therefore be traced out as a Bessarabian frontier, 
Russia renouncing her pretensions to New Bolgard 
and the Isle of Serpents, and the Delta of the Danube 
being given up to Turkey, 

In compensation for these amicable approathes, a 
district of land would be accorded to Russia towards 
the north of Moldavia: It was reported outside that 
none of the Plenipoteniares offered any remarks 
against the proposition, but that some minor points 
were mooted ofa nature unknown to the public. 
The Conference on Wednesday sat five hours, each 
member having before him a map, prepared by a 
Commission of Engineers, of the localities in dis- 
pute, 

FRANCE. 

The filenice of the Moniteur on the subject of the 
Conferences gives contradiction to the conjecture 
that all business was finished in the Congress. The 
Constitulsonel announces that the second sitting of the 
Congress will take place on Saturday, or Sunday at 
the furthest. The Pays says the next sitting will 
take place soon. 


PERSIA. 


A letter from St. Petersburg in the Debats, says: 
‘The accounts which have been given of the con- 
centration of a considerable military force near Ba- 
kon, on the Caspian Sea, are coufirmed. These 
troops are composed of picked regiments from the 
Caucasus. The other troops concentrated in the 
Caucasus are very numerous. Tlie five corps of which 
they are composed are to act in concert at any given 
moment, in addition to the corps cf Bakou, which be- 
longs to the army of the Caucasus, and which in case 
of rleed could proceed to Persia. 

There is another corps, that of Orenbourg, which 
if es could take in an expedition. It 
would be destined to invade the territory of the 
Afghans, an — them fighting against Persia, 
in concert with England. The troops would proceed 
ftom Orenburg by the road followed by the éexpedi- 
tion of Perowski, Khiva: Permanent pickets have 
been established on this road, as well as other 
establishmerits of great importance in an army 
wheti moveing across such great waters.

EXPEDITION TO SANTA BARBARA—EXECUTION OF ESPIN- 
OSA AND BERREYESSA. 


On Tuesday, the 2d of Feb., a party consisting of 
five persons started out on an expedition to Santa 
Barbara. Two of the pafty were left at the Mission 
of San Buenaventura, and the others went on to their 
destination. Information was given to the people at 
the Mission that certain of the gang of robbers would 
arrive that night in town, and men were stationed 
to guard the approaches, and a spy sent to reconnoi- 
tre. Shortly after two men approdched riding ona 
horse, and on meeting the spy, asked him if there 
was any excitement in town, to which he answered 
there was not, and they continued their course, in 
conversation with thé ftitiet. When arived within 
the line of ambuscade, the spy, a Californian, called 
out, ‘‘ Here they are—take m;"’ at thisthey both 
lept from the horse and ran. The party iu ambush 
fired after them, but did not shoot them; they then 
gave chase, and succeeded In taking one of thiemi; the 
other made his escape. The man arrested proved to 
be Jesus Espinosa, one of the gang who murdered 
Sheriff Barton and his party. He was tried by the 
people and condemned to death. He was accordingly 
executed, previous to whieh he made a confession of 
his participation in the crimes charged against him. 

On the return of Mr. E. H. Ruebottom and party 
from Santa Barbara, they proceeded to the house of 
ainan named Berreyessa, whom they arrested ard 
brought to trial. It appears this man had been tried 
and found guilty of a murder in Santa Clara county; 
had been ordered to be executed, and that he had 
been actually h up; but being cut down before 
life became extinct, the body was given over to his 
ftiends, who effected his réstiscitatioti. The miark of 
the ropé still remained on his neck. Since then he 
committed another mtirder: These facts have been 
proved satisfactorily, he waealso condemned and ex- 


ecuted.

and obedience #0 often urged upon them, that 
the blessings of Héayen be not withheld, and 
that the elements and the labors of the hus 
bandman may be blessed of the Lord, and the 
earth bring forth in its strength the grain and 
the rich fruits thereof for the sustenance of man. 

Notwithstanding these and many other goo‘ 
qualities which characterize this people, still we 
find too prevalent a disposition to murmur, find 
fault and co in at the dispensations of an 
All-wise Providence; a disposition of careless 
indifference to His counsels,and a dull le 
which lulls this people into a false security; 
of which gives Satan the advantage, ens 
counsel and leads many into « spirit of apos- 
tacy. We must remember that we live in a 
world of sin, wickedness and sorrow, and that 
the enemy of all righteousness is ever on the al- 
ert to destroy the Saints and lead them into 
temptation, darkness, sin and transgression. 

Brethren, we exhort you to awake from this 


of the gospel of Jesus, and rebuke the adver- 
sary and the power of Satan and drive them 
far from you; to hold frequent converse and 
communion with your God, that the power of 
the Highest may rest down upon you, burn in 
your bosoms, in your families, in your neigh- 
borhoods, cities, counties and wherever there 
are Saints of.the Most High God; that fear- 
fuluess may seize the hypocrite in Zion and the 
fire of the Almighty consume the wicked and 
ungodly from the whole-earth.

We are happy in being able to say that the 
Indians are peaceful in all our settlements. We 
have abundantly proven that a friendly interest 
for their welfare and a pacific policy sre much 
the most successful in preserving their good 
feelings, in promoting and preserving peace,and 
are gradually leading them to an understanding 
of the benefits derived from a civilized exist- 
ence. To reflect their angry words and acts, 
and kill them for every trivial offence, as is the 
usual course pursued towards them by the 
whites, is condescending to their savage and 
barbarous customs, thus reciprocating their 
evil deeds. Such a course will never cause 
them to appreciate the blessings of civil- 
ized society, nor influence them to seek its ben- 
efits, but will, as all past experience proves, 
drive them to the opposite extreme and, in ad- 
dition to their own, cause them to imbibe the 
vices, without the virtues of civilization. There 
fore let us, in all our intercourse with them, ex- 
hibit a superior understanding, a larger com- 
prehension of right, forbearance and honor. 


them; no matter what course they may pursue 
towards you, never retaliate a wrong, but al- 
ways exhibit a firm determination to do right, 
and seek to palliate their conduct and concili- 
ate their feclings. | 

This course steadily pursued must, in due| 
time, induce them to yield their savage barbar- 
ity, wild customs and vicious course of life, to 
the dictates of superior wisdom and raise them 
to a higher degree in the scale of human exist- 
ence. It has already had an effect in this di- 
rection, sufficient to encourage us in our efforts 
to bring them to a civilized, not to say a chris- 
tianized life. They must be civilized; must 
learn to plow, sow, plant, harvest, build houses 
and make fences; must learn mechanism as well 
as agriculture; their miuds will then become 
sufficiently’expanded to receive gospel light and 
the principles pertaining to their salvation and 
exaltation in the kingdom of our God. 

Remember, brethren, that they are the rem- 
nants of Israel and,.although they may appar- 
ently continue for a time to waste away and 
sink deeper and deeper into the depths of sin, 
misery and woe, that unto them pertain the 
promises made to faithful Abraham, and they 
will be fulfilled. Be diligent, therefore, to do 
them good, and seek in all of your intercourse 
with them to bring them back to a knowledge 
of the Lord God of their fathers. Preserve your- 
selves from their savage ferocity; never con- 
descend to their level, but always seek to ele 
vate them to a higher, purer and, consequently, 
a more useful and intelligent existence. 

In our intercourse with the world we find 
that we have more to do with the poor and 
those of low estate, and we might say of low 
worldly esteem, than those of any other class. 
This only affords another of those strong testi- 
monies of the Lord Jesus in behalf of this being 
his people, bis Church, his kingdon. Truly, 
‘the poor ye have always with you,’ and it be- 
hoveih us to learn them how to live, how to 
combine the elements, that they also by their 
own exertions may draw support from nature’s 
great store house, which isample for all. Yes, 
learn them to live and place them, by your in- 
telligence and charity, in a posiiion to earn or 
in some laudable manner obtain a living by 
their own exertions. Calculate and contrive 
for them, and encourage them by leading on 
and exhibiting objects ahead. 

We direct the attention of Bishops and their 
assistants more particularly to this subject,as it 
devolves upon them to minister in temporal 
things. In Israel as in the world there are 
many rulers but few with the feeling of fathers 
to the people. Be fathers to the people, ye 
Bishops, and lead them on, step by step, until 
they shall wax strong in the knowledge of 
things, both temporal and spiritual, pertaining 
to the kingdom of our God.

It is believed that every obstacle in the way of 
making iron will be removed, when steam can 
be brought to supply the — of the water 
power which frequently fails in time of need. 
We have an engine here now that is of sufficient 
size to furnish the requisite power; if the Com- 
pany make use of this, through its aid we hope 
to be fully supplied with that useful and indis- 
pensable article, iron. 

We have been delayed in making sugar main- 
ly through the failure of the beet crop for the 
two last seasons, the grasshoppers destroying 
the seed Jast year to such a degree that suf- 
ficient seed could not be raised for this year’s 
sowing. We trust, through the blessing of the 
Lord, that no failure of the kind will again 
thwart our wishes, and that we shall soon be 
able te furnish, from the beet, sugar sufficient 
for home consumption; we are sanguine that 
this can be done, and it is our purpose to con- 
Linwe our labors in this enterprise until it is fully 
accomplished. 

Considerable quantities of leather are now 
manofactured in this Territory, though not 
quite sufficient to supply the wants of the peo- 
ple; the same may be said in relation to the 
manufacture of many other articles such as 
hats, jeans, liosey, flannel, blankets, shawls, &c.; 
but we are mainly deficient in supplying our- 
selves with cotton and linen goods, and are 
quite negligent in raising cotton and flax. 

The Territory furnishes localities suitable for 
raising both those commodities in great abun- 
dance, and it isour earnest desire that those 


facquainted with their culture should make it 


their business, until our markets are fully i 
plied therewith. Alsoraise indigo, hemp, make 
ropes,cc ris and thread; and extract oil from the 
seed of the flax andcotton, and from the castor 
oil bean. And let oar brethren who have 
means, bring on cotton and woollen machinery, 
that we may be enabled to manufacture our 
owa goods, so fast as we shall be able to supply 
ourselves with the raw material; also bring the 
best selections of horses, cattle and sheep. 

Cultivate the thorn, osage orange and mes- 
kete for hedges, the cottonwood aud locust for 
ornament, and, in suitable locations, for wood 
and timber which they make rapidly, and the 
mulberry for silk. Both forward and cultivate 
all kinds of fruit and other seeds and grafts; 
plant trees, shrubbery, vines, &c., for ornament 
and use; cultivate the best varieties, including 
grapes, currants, gooseberries, strawberries, 
the various kinds of grasses, indigo, madder, 
and everythiug calculated to cheer and pleasant 
the heart, delight the eye, and make glad aud 
agreeable the homes of the Saints. 

In the vicinity of Los Vegas a very extensive 
and rich vein of lead ore has been discovered, 
and is now being successfully worked by 
our enterprising citizens. Judging from the 
description, it is the most extensive vein of 
galena ever discovered, and specimens of the 
portion being mined for smelting yield a large 
per cent, of lead. From this prolific source we 
shall soon be abundantly supplied with lead, 
and we wish our manufacturers of lead pipe, 
sheeting, white and red lead and other usefal 
articles made from that metal, to prepare them- 
selves, as soon as practicable, to supply all 
such articles from our own resources. 

Let those report themselves to us in person, 
or by letter, who are acquainted with working 
in lead, iron, coal, or boring therefor; who are 
acquainted with raising or manufactering cot- 
ton, flax and hemp, and with making oil, nails, 
steel, glass, &c., that we may classify our labor 
and bring forth from the native elements those 
things which contribute to the benefit of man. 

We say unto our mechanics, press onward in 
‘your labors; be not disheartened, but continue 
to supply the community with your wares and 
fabrics, with leather, boots, shoes, hats, caps, 
muffs, robes, soap, candles, glue, shoe pegs, sal- 
eratus, alum, saltpeter, pitch, tar, turpentine, 
oil, furniture, and labor saving machinery. Let 
the farmers encourage the mechanics with their 
best patronage, and let each promote their own 
by seeking their brother’s interest. 

Fathers, learn your children to practice in- 
dustry; teach your sons agriculture or some 
useful mechanical trade. 
| Mothers in Israel, you also are called upon 
to bring up your daughters to pursue some use- 
ful avocation for a sustenance, that when they 
shall become the wives of the Elders of Israel, 
who are frequently calied upon missions or to 
devote their time and attention to the things of 
the kingdom, they may be able to sustain them- 
selves and their offspring. Learn them to sew, 
spin and weave; to cultivate vegetables,as well 
as flowers; to make soap, as well as cakes and 
preserves; te spin, color, weave and knit, as 
well as work embroidery; to milk, make butter 
and cheese, and work in the kitchen, as well as 
in the parlor. Thus will you and your daugh- 
ters show yourselves approved, and prove help- 
meets in very deed, not only in the domestic re- 
lations but in the bailding up of the en on

as some mail contractors are of theirs. 

We cannot close this Epistle, without con- 
gratulating ourselves, the Saints and the in 
habitants of this wide spread Territory, with 
the general health of the people, the prosperity 
which attends our efforts, the quietness and 
peace everywhere predominant. ‘No record of 
crime enlivens the court yards and jails; no con- 
victions and sentences of courts send, to deso- 
late homes, anguish and despair; nor yet do un- 
blushing offenders walk our streets unpunished, 
requiring the aid of a Vigilance Committee to 
rid our Territory of their unwelcome presence. 

Fortune or rather Providence has indeed fa 
vored us by spreading before the eager gaze of 
the world’s cupidity the talisman of wealth,the 
hope of earthly riches, at a distance from these 
sequestered vales and placed mighty barriers 
between—though we inherit the most uninvit- 
ing portion of the earth we feel happy that the 
temptations of gold and this world’s power 
beckon their votaries and seekers to another 
bourne, from whence no such traveler finds in- 
ducements to return, leaving us to enjoy in 
these peacefal retreats that quiet and freedom 
from the wicked and ungodly, which we have 
so earnestly sought. 

When such characters find themselves in our 
midst, the barren prospects for any consider- 
able degree of success and the glitter of gold a 
little farther on soon relieve us, our courts and 
criminal calendar, of their hated and unwel- 
come presence.
